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Horan picks up $64k plum 


Departing Supt. of Schools Ro- 
bert Horan visited the Wilmington 
Town Hall last Thursday afternoon 
and picked up a check for his 
vacation and sick leave buy-back. 
The gross amount of his buy-back 
was $64,594.64. 

Even as the check was issued, 
however, the town hall was abuzz 
with activity, with attempts to block 
the check, to verify the amount, and 
to figure out what was going on. 

The check was issued on a 
rant signed by School Committce 
Chairman Anthony Accardi, 
although the committee as a whole 
had not had a chance to give its 
approval of the payment. At Icast 
one member of the commitice 
sought to have the payment held up 
until the committee could sign the. 
warrant. Although the town 
manager held the check while he 
verified certain information, he 
wdeclined to hold the check as 
requested, citing a case where the 
court ruled that the town hall had 
no jurisdiction over the school 


buiget. 

The first request for the payment 
was submitted on’a 3” by 5” no 
paper, a memo from Horan's 
secretary to the payroll clerk. It 
was initialed with Accardi's 
approval. 

Horan submitted a letter asking 
payment for 111 vacation days and 
131 sick days, paid at $266.92 per 
day, a rate determined by school 
system attorney Robert Canavan, 

Town Accountant Michael 
Morris asked Horan to bring in a 
copy of his contract, along with the 
minutes of the school commitice’s 
approval of the contract. 

On Thursday, Shirley Callan, 
vice chairman of the School Com 
mittce called Accardi, telling him 
that she thought the warrant should 
be signed by a majority of the com 
mittee members, 

Accardi wrote a memo to school 
committee members on Friday, 
saying that the check would be 
issued 10 Horan only when a 
majority of members had signed 


the warrant. 

The check, however, had been 
handed to Horan on Thursday 
afternoon. 

‘On Wednesday morning, July 27, 
Accardi circulated a memo stating 
that the check had been issued over 
his instructions to the contrary. He 
had intended it to be written, to 
mect the payroll, but not handed 
over to Horan. 

Horan's contract gives him 30 
vacation days per year, and 25 sick 
days. Unused sick days, according 
to the contract, are to be bought 
back at the superintendent's highest 
rate of pay during the contract 
And while the contract docs not 
stipulate any payment for vacation 
buy-back, officials said that this 
was common practice. 

The vacation clause set a cap of 75 
days that could be accumulated at 
the beginning of the contract year. 
July 1. Horan, though, maintained 
that he could carry over days from 
the previous year. He listed the 111 
days as being 75 days accumulated, 


six carried over, and 30 which 
came with the new contract year, 
which started the first of the month. 

At Ieast one member of the school 
committee, Dr. Michac! Thomas, is 
challenging the Horan's counting of 
the days. 

The school committee last met on 
June \d at that time scheduled 
its next meeting for August 10. 

Since then, Mrs, Callan has 
attempted to set a meeting for July 
27. She told the Town Crier that 
that meeting was cancelled by 
Accardi, and scaled back to a 
review of candidates for interim 
superintendents. The three finalists 
for the position will not be at the 
meeting. 

A full mecting of the committee 
has been sect for Monday night, 
Aug. 1. Supt. Horan has said, 
though, that he will not be available 
for that mecting. His last day on the 
job is Friday, Aug. 5, although he 
has said he will be a’ ailable to brief 
the intcrim superintendent 


Appeals board approves comprehensive 
permit for Shawsheen River Estates 


It was the proposed architecture 
of the buildings which swung the 
members of the Wilmington Board 
of Appeals into an approval of the 
Shawshcen River Estates, off Hop- 
kins Street. The Board of Appeals 
announced an unanimous approval 
Monday (July 25) evening in the 
Wilmington Town Hall for a 
comprehensive permit for low and 
moderate income housing, under 
Massachusetts General L 

The town hall was not crowded, 
About $3 persons were present 
Approximately three-fifths of those 
present were private citizens, 
interested in the outcome of the 
decision for the Shawsheen River 
Associates, a joint venture of the 
Third Avenue Realty Trust and the 
Beaver Brook Development Cor- 
poration. 

The public hearing, held on April 
12 and continued to June 14, was 
before Chairman Bruce Mac- 
Donald, Joseph P. McMcnimen and 
Richard Casinello, of the Board of 
Appeals. 

Jay Tighe of Wilmington, the 
principal proponent, had appeared 
before the planning board and the 
water & sewer commissioners, plus 
other boards and officials during 
the Weeks before the public’ hear- 
ing. Much of the material in the 
submission at the hearing was the 
result of his many conversations. 


At the conclusion of the announce- 
ment Monday night Chairman 
Bruce MacDonald publicly com- 
mended Tighe, for the-work and 
effort he had exhibited. 

The appeals board found that 
there was a need for low and 
moderate income housing in Wil- 
mington and that the application of 
the town's bylaws, rules, regula- 
tions and requirements would not 
be consistent with that need. 
Wilmington, it said, must have 570 
units of low and moderate income 
to meet the criterion. 

The statistics showed that there 
were a total of 189 units in 
Wilmington, Thus, the board said, 
the shortfall of low and moderate 
income housing totaled 318 units. 

There are approximately 9,468 
acres of land in Wilmington zoned 
for residential, commercial and 
industrial, the board found. To 
meet the criterion stipulated the 
town must have 142 acres occupied 
by low and moderate income 
housing. At the present time there 
is only 10 acres, leaving a shortfall 
of 132 acres. 

The board noted that the 
proposed Shawshcen River Estates, 
in a three year project, would have 
approximately five acres a ycar 
dedicated to low and moderate 
income housing. This, it said, falls 
short of the necessary criterion. 
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The Shawshecn River Associates, 
the appcals board found, is a 
limited dividend corporation, 
which agrees to limit its return by 
building low and moderate income 
housing, and not distributing to its 
partners more than 10 percent 
return on equity until the 
development, or the phase in- 
volved, has been completed. The 
board also found that the applicant 
has sufficient control of the 
property and that the proposal 
protects the residents of Wil- 
mington, and adequately preserves 
‘open spaces. 

‘The project is to be on 45.2 acres 
of gently rolling land, abutting the 
Shawsheen River, with about 7.5 
acrs of wetlands of which 5.35 
acres is floodplain. The project is 
located next to the Shawshecn 
Elementary School. 

Two hundred and twenty single 
family units are planned. Fifty- 
three will be detached single 
family, 15 attached duplex units, all 
with three bedrooms and one and a 
half baths, and 30 attached triplex 
units with two bedrooms and one 
and a half baths. One hundred and 
eight attached quadplex units will 
each have two bedrooms and one 
and a half baths. 

Of the 220 single family units 55 
are to be under the state Home-

ownership Opportunity Program 
(HOP), and 11 units are to be 
offered to the Wilmington Housing 
Authority 

The water and sewer services are 
to be part of the public system. The 
sewer system will conform to the 
sewer commission's master plan. 
There will be an extension from 
Lake Street and Grove Avenue, 
under the Boston & Maine 
crossing, approximately one mile 
long, to the Chisholm property on 
Hopkins Street where it will enter 
the Shawsheen Estates across an 
easement on the Chisholm land. 
Water access will be by way of 
Reed Strect and an easement across 
from Chisholm land, and will be 
constructed in accordance with the 
requirements of the water de- 
partment. 

The estimated average selling 
prices for the HOP units are 
$75,000, ranging from $95,000 for 
the single, three bedroom units to 
$62,000 for the quadplex two 
bedroom units. 

The applicant will lay a 12 inch 
water main, approximately 4200 
fect long, from the corner of 
Aldrich Road and Shawsheen 
Avenue to the intersection of 
Shawsheen Avenue and Hopkins 
Street, per the recommendation of 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike 
(engineers to the water 
department); and a 10 inch sewer 
main, 3092 fect long, under the 
Boston & Maine Railroad to the 
proposed road entering the 
Chisholm property, on Hopkins 
Sureet.

Affordable Housing Task 


Force to choose occupants 


Former Wilmington residents 
who have been unable to find a 
home in their "home town" can take 
comfort from the fact that 
Wilmington now has an Affordable 
Housing Task Force (AHTF). 
Chairman Jim Stewart of the board 
of sclectmen spoke bricfly of the 
duties of that board Monday, after 
the decision of the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. 

There are a dozen persons on that 
board, all appointed. 

The board will have a “local 
preference” list, for people seeking 
housing in Wilmington. First in the 
list’ are current residents of 
Wilmington. Secondly are appli- 
cants whose parents, grandparents, 
children, brother.or sister live in 
Wilmington. Third in the list will 
be Wilmington town employces 
who do not live in Wilmington 

The fourth group will include 
people who did live in Wilmington 
but now live out of town. The fifth 
group will be people with local 
employment, Wilmington High 
School graduates are sixth. 

The AHTF has agreed that a fair, 
open and equitable selection system 
should be used to determine buyer 
selection, in such projects as the 
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Shawshcen River Estates. A lottery 
system is not mandated but, say the 
members, will probably be used as 
a selection process, 

As described by Mr. Stewart, the 
lottery system will probably be 
brought up to date every few 
months,

Affordable homes planned 
near Wildwood pedway

A representative from Massa- 
chusctts Housing Partnership 
(MHP) is expected to review the 
Wildwood pedway site under 
consideration for affordable hous- 
ing next Wednesday. 

If MHP's Richard Walker favors 
the site, town officials plan to apply 
for a Municipal Advance Program 
grant to fund such things as 
enginccring work, surveys, and 
conceptual designs. Receipt of the 
$15,000 to $20,000 grant rests on 
the state's fecling that the site is 
acceptable and that funds arc 
available. 

The R-20 zoned site could be used 
for six or cight single family homes 
or multi-family units, according to 
housing consultant Rusty Rodes.

New water tank 
slated for 
September, 1989 


The new 3,000,000 gallon water 
tank, planned to be constructed in 
North Wilmington is expected to be 
completed about Labor Day, 1989, 
Construction of the new $1.4 
million gallon tank is expected to 
start in carly spring of 1989, and 
engincer William J. Glover of Fay, 
Spofford & Thorndike expects that 
the specifications for construction 
will be ready sometime around 
Christmas. 

A right-of-way will be con- 
structed along the southern béund- 
ary of the Wilmington Town 
Forest. To be made of gravel, the 
road is necessary because of the 
concrete trucks to be used during 
constructiot well as a crane that 
is to be on the sitc, weighing 200 
tons 

The right-of-way will be for 
construction cquipment only, the 
Wilmington Water Department 
Commissioners emphasized last 
Thursday. At the time of the 
creation of the Town Forest, by the 
town meeting, an exemption was 
voted for the water tower. How- 
ever, no private vehicles can be 
allowed in the Town Forest, and the 
Water Commissioners discussed, 
last weck, methods of blocking off 
the right-of-way, aficr the tank has 
been completed. 

Private vehicles, owned by em- 
ployces of the contractors, will not 
be allowed to use the right-of-way. 
A parking place, 1200 fect away, at 
the end of Rescarch Drive, will be 
their place to park. 

The water tank is to be 100 feet in 
diameter. There will be a 12 inch 
water main to Andover Strect, 
joining the watcr main in that strcct 
near the site of an old gravel pit. A 
12 inch water main has been 
constructed by the Tambone Com- 
pany along Rescarch Drive, and 
will be continued to the tank. There 
may be, Glover told the Commis- 
sioncrs, some 16 inch water mains 
near the tank, 

As a part of the cngincering, 
boundaries will be established 
along the southern part of the Town 
Forest.

Beckwith offers brochures 
on water conservation 


State Representative Geoffrey CU. 
Beckwith, who represents a precinct 
in Wilmington in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, this week 
announced the availability of two 
brochures describing helpful hints on 
how to reduce houschold water con- 


}0 percent reduction in rainfall 
in Massachusetts this year coupled 
with an ever increasing water dam- 
age has already forced over 30 
communities to impose emergency 
water bans this summer. The Quab- 
bin Reservoir, which is the main 
supply of water for the Greater 
Boston area, has already experienced 
a 13 foot drop in its water level and is 
now filled to only 78 percent of its 
capacity. 

Representative Beckwith noted that 
"conservation is the most cost- 
effective means of insuring a reliable 
future: wlacr supply. We know that 
conserving present water supplics 
can be up to five times less expensive 
than developing new ones,” he said 
"If we all work together and cach 


save a little bit of water, we will be 
able to lower our water bills for 
today while preserving our water 
supplies for tomorrow.” 

Representative Beckwith praised 
local response to the water shortfall, 
adding a word of thanks to local 
officials and newspapers for their 
leadership in encouraging conserva- 
tion. 

The brochures, published by the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Enginccring and the Mas- 
sachusctts Water Resources Autho- 
rity, outline 20 casy and useful water 
saving recommendations, One sug- 
gestion is to keep a bottle of chilled 
water in the refrigerator - rather 
than running watcr from the tap until 
it cools, Another limits watering 
lawns to nighttime or carly morning, 
when evaporation and wind are at a 
minimum. These are just wo of the 
many helpful ideas that are presented 
in these brochures.

The scenic route, redux 
by Bill Conlon 

The complexion of Route 133 (Andover Street) in Tewksbury 
has changed in recent years, but more far more changes are 
planned for the next few years. Big, noteworthy changes. 

To illustrate, let's take a drive toward Tewksbury from the 
Andover line. First, we'll make the drive today, then we'll take 
the same drive after the calendar has tumed a few pages. _ 

Crossing the town line means leaving the trees and entering an 
industrial area, On the right is Metropolitan Technology Park, 
and the entrance driveway to Digital, and across the street is the 
Old Colony gas station. Once clear of the 1-495 underpass, the 
office building at Two Highwood Drive is seen on the right, 
with nothing but trees on the left, then it's up the hill toward the 
traffic light at North Street. . 

But that "drive in the country" will undergo staggering 

iges in the coming months. Let's assume that all of the plans . 
fow submitted are approved and built, before we take the same 
drive from Andover to Tewksbury in, let us say, 1990. 

Crossing the line from Andover, the Metropolitan Technology 
Park is still on the left, but with four buildings along the shore 
of Ames Pond instead of the existing two, and still two more are 
in the long-range planning stages. Met Tech's traffic is much 
heavier now, since the Digital traffic shares Met Tech's circular 
driveway. A traffic light controls the Met Tech traffic onto 
Route 133, which is now four lanes wide, instead of two. 

The Old Colony station is still in place, but across the street 
now is a McDonald's, just before the underpass. 

On the other side of I-495 is yet another traffic light, this time 
controlling the flow from the new road between North Street 
and Route 133, Planners are still arguing over the name of the 
road, years after the pavement was laid down, but at least the 
road gives traffic from the Raytf¢on complex on North Strect 
an easier access to the highway. 

Ontthe left side of the road, just past the “Planners Road" light, 
is a four-story glass and gray-brick office building, with the 
headquarters of JDC Properties on the top level. Beside JDC 
Towers is the Tewksbury Marriott, and just beyond that is the 
Susse Chalet motor hotel, with a fast-food restaurant in front 
(any guess which one, since there's a McDonald's only a few 
hundred yards away?) and another, bigger restaurant in back. 
Beyond the Susse Chalet is ... um ... another major business. 
(Plans for this lot are currently unknown, in “real” time.) 

Two Highwood Drive still sits across the strect, but an 
enormous Holiday Inn now takes up the second of four parcels 
of the Highwood subdivision. (Again, as of 1988 there are still 
two lots on the plan as yet unfilled.) 

After multiple traffic lights, and a few delays, you finally 
Climb the hill to the North Street light and on toward Lowell. 

‘These are the existing plans on Andover Street. The Met Tech 
expansion, Digital's driveway change, the widening of Route 
133, the McDonald's, "Planner's Road," the JDC office 
building, the Marriott, the Susse Chalet, the two restaurants near 
the Susse Chalet, and the Holiday Inn are either in the works, or 
already under construction. 

There is still one multi-acre lot open next to the planned Susse 
Chalet, and Highwood Drive has two multi-acre parcels across 
the street still unfilled, but that could change at any time. 

Andover Street has changed a bit, hasn't it?

Leaving town in style

There is probably a precedent being set in town as to 
the coverage of two clauses in the superintendent's 
contract with the Wilmington School Committee. 
Clauses 8 and 13 stipulate that the superintendent will be 
reimbursed for 100% of all sick days and vacation days 
not used by the date of resignation. As the 
superintendent is now leaving the system, the time has 
come to make good on the contract. 

The average working man and woman probably has a 
rough time relating to an cmployer paying you for 
unused vacation and sick time, especially the latter. 
Nevertheless, in accordance with his contract Bob Horan 
received a buy-back check last week for $64,000. Not 
exactly a shabby severance. 

There are a couple of ways of responding to the above. 
The first is to scrutinize the amount of money Horan 
received. That's known as good accounting practices, 
and if $64,000 is the sum he was entitled to receive 
according to the written contract with his employers, 
then there's probably not a great deal anyone can do 
about it. The next reaction is to ask why we are buying 
something back that was ours to begin with. Considering 
the fact that the local school committee will soon sign a 
new contract with a new superintendent, this is the 
perfect time to climinate sick time and vacation time 
buy-back. 

Both sick time and vacation time have their purposes. 
The first allows an cmployce to recuperate from illness 
without having to worry about their electricity being 
shut-off. The second, vacation time, is probably of 
greatest valuc psychologically. Do you remember the 
last time work was beginning to frazzle you? You 
decided to take some vacation time, and came back a new 
person. Right? Well, superintendents can get frazzled 
too, and vacation time is their relief mechanism as much 
as it is yours and mine. » 

However, if for some reason you employ an individual 
who hates Club-Med and never develops the sniffles, why 
should the taxpayers owe them for benefits which they 
simply didn't access? 

According to Peter Finn, the Executive Director of 
the Massachusetts Association of School Superintendents, 
sick time buy-back is common in most contracts. 
However, Finn did note in an interview on Tuesday that, 
“In some contracts therd would be a limit on the number 
of days bought back, or the total amount of. money.” 

As no such limit is found in the present Wilmington 
contract, the town had to issue what most would consider 
a very large amount of moncy to the superintendent. But 
in bordering communities like Reading, Tewksbury, and 
Burlington, there is no sick time buy-back for the school 
superintendents. There is sick time reimbursement in the 
superintendents’ contracts in both North Reading and 
Wobum, but the amount of money is capped. 

The $64,000 question is not why the superintendent 
got the money, but why the taxpayers should be expected 
to compensate somcone in the future who freely decides 
not to take their vacation, and who has been blessed with 
good health.

Giving away the vault

There was a brand new Lincoln Mark VII parked at the school 
administration office in Wilmington on Friday. Yes, Supt. of 
Schools Bob Horan is leaving town in style. He probably ought 
to be smoking a large cigar, too. He just pulled off a job as slick 
as "The Sting.” 

Horan, sagem convinced town officials to issue him a check 
for $64,594.64. The money was for the departing superintent's 
“buy-back” of unused sick days and vacation time. ti 

Some members of the school committee are fuming over the 
the check, issucd solely on the signature of Chairman Anthony 
Accardi. And while it is standard practice to issue checks on the 
chairman's approval, there were attempts by members of the 
school committce to have this check held up, to allow the 
warrant to be signed by a majority of the members of the school 
committee. 

Horan submitted a scratched memo asking for the $64K 
figure, which he said was made up of 242 days in total, 111 
vacation days and 131 sick days, at $266.92 per day. 

Item #8 in Horan's contract, though, said that his vacation days 
may accumulate to 75 days, not 111. He receives 30 days each 
year for vacation, and 25 sick days. Furthermore, while there is 
provision in Item #13 for buy back of sick days, nowhere in the 
contract does it mention buy back of vacation days. 

Therefore, it can be argued that the entire 111 days pay -- 
$29,628.12 -- for vacation buy back was not covered in the 
contract. And even if one were to accept the argument that there 
is provision for buy-back, there is a cap of 75 days. The balance 
of 36 days pay cost the town $9609.12. r 

Horan maintains that there were six days of unused vacatior 
which could be carried over from the past fiscal year, and added 
to the 75 accumulated days and another 30 days for the new year 
just begun. His explanation of how he could exceed the 75 days 
sounds convincing, unless you read the contract. It just doesn't 
add up. 

One aspect of the entire affair which has been especially odd 
has been Accardi’s failure to call a school committee meeting to 
vote on the pay, and his his single-handed approval of the 
payment. After having approved it, when he was called on it, he 
then wrote a memo to fellow school committee members, saying 
the check would not be issued until they had signed the warrant. 

As Accardi wrote the memo, however, Horan was out picking 
up his new Lincoln. He already had the check. 

On Wednesday, he circulated a memo to school committee 
members claiming he had told the town manager not to give 
Horan the check until the school committee had a chance to sign 
the warrant. 

What is really amazing, though, is that the school committee 
would approve such a contract in the first place. In a brief 
conversation with Kevin Sowyrda on Tuesday, Accardi 
defended the high rate for the superintendent's buy-back, 
arguing that it avoided having to pay him more money in the 
contract. 

Horan's pay, at some $69,000, needs no such perks, 

When the last superintendent, Dr. Carol Sager, left the system 
four years ago, her sick time was bought back at $30 per day. 
Harold Garrett got $15 per day for his sick time, when he 
retired from the school system two years before that, after 18 
years as an assistant principal and acting principal of the high 
school. While it may be customary to buy back vacation time, it 
is never done at the full rate of pay, much less the highest rate of 
pay. 

The buy-back looks even worse when you bear in mind that 
this is the school system which at the end of the school year 
dropped professional development funds for teachers and told 
its teachers’ aides that they would not be hired back. What has 
been happening is the system is scrimping at the bottom end, and 
padding it on at the top. Instead of funding programs which 
directly benefit students and teachers, the school committee is 
wasting money where there is no educational benefit -- fattening 
the superintendent's bank account. 

The manner in which the committee has handed over the vault 
to the departing superintendent gives pause to wonder what 
provisions will be made for the new superintendent. Will the 
school committee be happy with just throwing money at the 
successful candidate, or will they find it necessary to sacrifice 
seven virgins in honor of the new head of the school system? 
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Dear Larz: 

In response to allegations by a 
Linehan. I would like to give a few 
facts on the Wilmington Fourth of 
July: 

1. All our rides are licensed by 
the state and all our operators are 
licensed. 

2. During the 4th celebration the 
only time the grounds were con- 
gested was from 8 - 10:30 July 3rd.

3. A fire truck could have been 
within 50 feet of any ride 
concession or the building at any 
time. There was a 20 ft. driveway 
from Church St. to the football 
field at all times. There was a ten ft.

and the back of our concessions. 
The whole field behind the fence on 
the back of the lot was open. The 
drive way between the school and 
the Roman House was open at all 
times and the merry-go-round was 
in front of the gym doors. Ihave 
never scen a fire truck drive inside 
the gym. We supposedly had 
20,000 people on the Fourth 
according to Mrs. Linehan, but I 
don't know how she came up with 
this figure. These people were on 
the field, in the parking lot, in the 
tennis courts and on the common, 
but compare this with Boston 
Garden, 15,000, Fenway Park, 
35000, and Sullivan Stadium, 
60,000-plus. I have been in the 
carnival industry since 1952 and 
have never had to have a site plan. 
However, I would be glad to. Site 
plans do not always make things 
safer. 

I would gladly, at my expense set 
the Wilmington scene up again in 
the fall or mark it out on the top to 
show Mrs. Linchan how incorrect 
she is, 

5. We never use more than two 
police officers but used three in 


Wilmington at my expense. Are 
you telling me ten would do a betcr 
job in a 250 x 250 lot? 

6. The inspections and 


requirements in Wilmington are 
second to none in the Common- 
wealth. The inspectors are tough, 
fair, and efficient. 

The Fourth of July Committee, 
Pop Warner and a lot of other 
people work hard to make this 
work, 

Mrs. Linehan, sometimes the 
mouth gets in the way of the brain. 
Anyone can be a knocker hit. If 
some people would spend as much 
time helping out as criticizing it 
would be,a better town 

Last but not least, we had one 
reported incident and the girl and 
her parents came to our office 
represented by Mrs. Linchan. She 
supposedly jammed her finger ina 
seat handle. There were no wit- 
nesses. The police knew nothing 
and none of our help were told 
about it. There were two operators 
‘on duty at all times on the ride.

Cecchini said the six elementary 
school teachers who accompanied 
the groups on June 1 and 2 “had 
never been to a vocational school 
before and they were impressed.” 
Cecchini said they noted the 
accomplishments of students when 
they attended the business tech- 
nology awards program and how 
"serious and involved" the students 
were in the vocational and technical 
areas.

Difficulty swallowing is a fre- 
quent complaint, particularly of the 
elderly population. Swallowing 
problems, or dypshagia, can result 
from strokes, head injury or 
arthritis, and neurological dis- 
orders such as Parkinson's discasc 
or amyotrophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS). A normal swallow should 
be smooth and take only a couple of 
seconds to complete. 

Up to now; pinpointing the exact 
nature and treatment of dysphagia 
has been guesswork. The state of 
the art method for managing a 
swallowing problem is known as 
the Viceo Swallow or a modified 
barium swallow. 

The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington is one of only a few 
medical facilitics in the arca which 
offers such a complete program for 
persons with swallowing dys- 
function. When a person comes for 
a swallowing evaluation, a com- 
plete case intervicw and oral 
examination is completed. Then, 
the patient is seated in front of an 
x-ray camera while swallowing 
very small amounts of barium 
coated foods. This way the 
radiologist afd speech/language 
pathologist can directly observe the 
location of the swallowing prob- 


Jem, whether or not material enters 
the lungs, and which consistencies 
are safest. The diagnostic team 
reviews the film with the patient 
and makes recommendations for 
treatment. The solution may be as 
simple as modifying the dict or 
having the individual turn or tilt his 
head while swallowing. A followup 
Video Swallow may be advised to 
evaluate progress. 

“The most common patient 
complaints include food getting 
stuck or coughing after the 
swallow,” says Maxine Mazow, 
staff spcech/language pathologist at 
the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. If chronic swallowing 
problems are Icft unaticnded, 
aspiration pncumonia (caused by 
food entering the lungs), nutri- 
tional deficiencics or severe 
choking cpisodes may occur. 

“Let's face it,” says Mazow, “one 
of life's greatest pleasures is cating, 
and thanks to the Video Swallow, 
most of our patients can enjoy 
eating again while reducing the 
risks of choking and aspiration.”

Mico Kaufman's latest project 
Statue of a Wamesit Indian 
revives ancient memories

It has been suggested that Mico 
Kaufman, noted Tewksbury sculp- 
tor make a statue of the Wamesit 
Indians. The statuc to those ancient 
peoples would be located near the 
Wamesit railroad crossing on Main 
Street, specifically on the lawn arca 
opposite the new Halliscy car 
agency in Tewksbury. 

The Wamesits dwelt in that part 
of Tewksbury, and nearby Billerica 
which is near the Concord River, 
perhaps for 2000 or more years. 
‘Their principal place of habitation 
was in what is now Lowell, where 
the Concord River joins the 
Merrimack. The principal author- 
ity for the early days was Major 
Gencral Daniel Gookin, an ardent 
Puritan who arrived in Boston in 
May 1644. 

Gookin settled in Cambridge in 
1648 and became a member of the 
Great and General Court (leg- 
islature), His efforts on behalf of 
the Christian Indians during King 
Philip's War caused him to be 
extremely unpopular. The public 
chose to ignore the differences 
between the Indian belligerents and 
the friendly Christian Indians, 
many of whom were good and loyal 
soldiers for the colonials during the 
war. 

The Rev. John Eliot, who was 
preaching to the Indians as carly as 
1646 in their native tongue, and 
who translated the Bible into the 
Algonquin language is said to have 
been threatened because of his 
friendship to the Indians. 

After the war public confidence 
was again accorded Gookin. In 
1681 he became major-gencral of 
all military forces in the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony. 

Gookin and the Rev. John Eliot 
visited many of the Indian settle- 


ments, and in 1656 he became the 
first English magistrate for the 
Praying Indians, being organized 
by the Rev, Mr. Eliot. 

Natick, the first town for praying 
Indians was organized in 1651. It 
had a regular town government, 29 
families, 145 people, on 6,000 
acres of land. 

Gookin wrote of his work among 
the Indians, two volumes, dedi- 
cating his first work to Charles II, 
King of England, in 1674, His 
works were presented by the 
Massachusctts Historical Socicty in 
1792, and reprinted in 1806, 
Jeffrey H. Fiske reprinted the MHS 
volume in 1970, adding footnotes 
and other material. 

Gookin's. writings were probably 
intended to gain public support for 
his work among the Indians. He 
probably did not realize that he was 
creating a book that has become 
invaluable to those who study the 
New England Indians, 

Wamesit, or Naamleck of 
Pawtucket, was locatcd at the 
junction of the Concord and 
Merrimack Rivers, in what is now 
Lowell. It became the fifth praying 
town. There were, Gookin said, 
about 15 families, or 75 souls. 
There were about 25,000 acres, the 
land was fertile, and there was a 
good yield of corn. 

The arca was excellent for 
fishing. Salmon, shad, lamprey 
eels, sturgeon and bass were caught 
in their season. Strange Indians 
were attracted to the fishing place, 
Indians who Gookin labeled 
"vicious and wicked men and 
women.” 

The ruler was named Numphow, 
"of the blood of their chicf 
sachems." His son Samuel could 
read, write and spcak English and 
Indian competently.

In the beginning of May, in each 
year of the English Magistrate, 
(Gookin) kept his court at Wamesit, 
accompanied by Mr. Eliot. Eliot 
preached not only to the local 
Indians but also to those strangers 
who could be persuated to hear 
him. 

Gookin relates of a mecting, on 
May 5, 1675, at the wigwam of 
Wannalancet, near the Pawtucket 
Falls, His host was the cldest son of 
Pasaconway, the chicfest sachem of 
Pawtucket, a “sober and grave 
nd of years between 50 


Pasaconway, on May 6, after 
several ycars of conversations, was 
converted to the Christian faith. 
During the event, he compared his 
former life to living in “an old 
canoe, but now I yicld to your 
advice, and enter into a new canoe, 
and do engage to pray to God 
hereafter.” 

The relation of the event takes 
half a page, in the book by Gookin. 
Pasaconway is shown to be a 
capable and wise person 

Not a tribe 

Gookin, in his work, never refers 
to any group of Indians as a tribe. 
The word docs not appear in any 
place. The Indians of the Wamesit 
family were exactly that, in his 
words, ae” family.” 

It is obvious that the Wamesit 
family dwelt in other sites than that 
described by Gookin. There were 
Indian villages scattered through- 
out the arca, 

That part of Tewksbury which is 
called Wamesit was, obviously, the 
home of Wamesits. The Wamesit 
Oak, a handsome white oak, still 
exists near the Tewksbury - Lowell 
boundary. There was for many 
years a railroad station a the 
railroad crossing of Main Strcet 
called Wamesit. Even today the 
store of Ralph Sinclair, over- 
looking the proposed site for the 
monument, was called Wamesit,

We knew, if we waited long 
enough, the rains would eventually 
come. And come they did, with a 
vengeance, last weekend. That 
soaking over Saturday night and 
into Sunday produced two and a 
half inches of rain, more than we 
had seen in the previous eight 
weeks! Look for a resurgence in 
the garden almost immediately. 

Questions and problems from the 
mailbag and telephone, most of 
which relate, understandably at this 
time of year, to insects: 

A Tewksbury gardener writes, "I 
see this ugly brown bug in my 
garden, about an inch long with 
pincers on one end. What is it, and 
should I be concerned about it 
eating the veggics?” 

This is undoubtedly the earwig, 
an insect accidentally introdu¢ed 
from Europe carlicr this century. 
Although fearsome looking, ear- 
wigs are not a destructive pest in 
the vegetable garden, so I'd suggest 
you ignore the few you will sce. 
Earwigs do help to control infesta- 
tions of aphids in the garden, so 
some folks consider them to be 
among the so called beneficial 
inscets, 

A.B. from Wilmington phoned 
the other evening with the 
following question: "I am tempted 
to respond to an ad in Organic 
Gardening Magazine for praying 
mantid egg cases. Being a first ime 
gardener, I don't know much about 
this insect. Enlighten me.” 

First, this is the wrong time of the 
year to be thinking of introducing 
mantids to your garden. Early 
spring is the right time, so you can 
think about this over the winter and 
consider ordcring a few egg cases 
next March or April. Praying 
mantids have long been touted by 
organic gardeners as a valuable

beneficial insect control agent in 
the vegetable garden, Mantids are 
green or brownish and grow to 
‘over two inches. They have long 
bodies with papery wings and 
enlarged front Iegs adapted for 
grasping. They overwinter in the 
egg stage. Eggs are deposited on 
twigs in a paper mache like egg 
case, each case containing 200 or 
more eggs. You would not want to 
try introducing praying mantids to 
your garden if you plan on using 
pesticides. 

In this gardencr's judgement 
(having purchased six egg cases 
several years ago) buying mantid 
egg cases is less of a bargain than 
with some of the other "good 
guys,” including lady bugs. For 
starters, they are highly can- 
nibalistic and will eat each other 
before they start to work on your 
pest problems. It is estimated that 
out of 200 mantids hatching from 
an egg case, only three or four will 
survive the first four weeks. The 
few survivors will establish ter- 
ritories and drive out others of 


their kind, No matter how many 
egg cases you set out you will 
probably find only two or three 
adult mantids in an average 25 by 
40 foot garden by mid summer. 
Beyond that, they develop no 
special loyalty to your garden, and, 
being winged, will probably not 
hang around permanently. Never- 
theless, this might be an interesting 
experiment to ty next year, but do 
not expect miracles. 

P. Foss of Rockport writes in 
with this problem; “Last August I 
had an unbelievable buildup of 
whiteflys on the Icaves of my 
winter squash and pumpkin plants, 
Weekly spraying with Sevin did not 
seem to make much difference. I

am concerned that this may happen 
again this year, though I have no 
evidence of their presence so far. 

What do you recommend to control 
whiteflys?” 

Now is exactly the right time to 
discuss this common garden pest. 
For those who may not be familiar 
with whiteflys, adults are about the 
size of a pinhead and look rather 
like flying dandruff when you 
shake the leaves. Nymphs and 
adults suck juices from the under- 
side of plant leaves, buds, and 
stems, thereby weakening the plant. 
This tiny insect, which can mush- 
room to the tens of thousands by 
mid August, is remarkably resistant 
to Sevin, which controls almost all 
other insect pests. I have used 
double strength solutions of Sevin - 
two rather than one, tablespoons of 
liquid concentrate per gallon - with 
little success, Two non chemical 
controls which are fairly effective 
are insecticidal soap and light 
horticultural oil spray, both 
available at garden centers. The 
insecticidal soap, following mixing 
directions, must be applied every 
three days for two weeks. Care 
must be taken to soak the underside 
of the leaves. The light horti- 
cultural oil spray works by coating 
the flies with a thin layer of oil, 
thus suffocating them. As the 
directions suggest, the oil spray can 
be applied anytime there is an 
infestation, three or four days 
apart. One other suggestion would 
be to use a simple water spray. Use 
a nozzle that will give a fine spray 
of water and thoroughly wash the 
undersides of the infected leaves. 
Since some of the dislodged 
whiteflys will return, it is necessary 
to repeat the process for several 
days, until they finally realize you 
mean business. 

In next week's column we will get 
back to our favorite vegetable/ 
fruit, the tomato.

The Department of Public Health 
and the Greater Lowell Board of 
Realtors, Inc., have banned to- 
gether to inform homeowners and 
homebuyers of the new liabilities 
imposed on them by the amended 
lead paint statute. 

At a recent mecting of the 
Greater Lowell Board of Realtors, 
Inc., Paul N. Hunter, Department 
of Public Health official, spoke 
about the increased obligations on 
sellers, buycés, and brokers of 
residential real estate. All tran- 
sactions after July 1, 1988 are 
subjected to the additional require- 
ments of the lead paint law. 

The law requires owners of 
property inhabited by children 
under age six to cover or remove 
lead paint so that it is inaccessible. 
Repainting alone is inadequate. 
Single family homes that are 
owner-occupied, and absentee 
owner apartments are included 
under the regulations, The level of 
Icad paint removal or covering has 
been raised from four fect to five 
fect under the new statute. 

In addition to increased for lead 
paint removal, it is mandatory, as 
of July 1, 1988, for both scllers and 
real estatc agents to provide every 
prospective buyer of a home

If either a seller or real estate. 
agent fails-to make the required 
disclosures,he may be liable for a 
fine of up to $1,000 for each 
violation. He may also be liable for 
any damage caused by his failure to 
comply. 

The delcading obligations apply 
only to an owner when the property 
is inhabited by children under age 
six. The seller is not rsponsible to 
dclead the property, even if the ne 
wowner has children under six. 
When the new owner takes title, it 
is his responsibility to delead the 
property. Should an owner fail to 
correct dangerous levels of lead 
after notification of the situation, 
he may be liable for treble and 
actual damages.

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Handling the big one 


by Bill Conlon 

Sooner or later, you're going to 
have areal monster on your line. 

It's almost guaranteed. 

If you fish long and persistently, 
some happy day you're going to 
drag your bait across the snout of a 
real lunker. The law of averages 
says you certainly will, eventually. 
And if your luck holds, that big fish 
will blast your offering into next 
Tuesday. 

Then what? 

Believe it or not, bringing a big 
one into the boat is much more 
difficult than you might imagine at 
first. Having the monster hit is one 
thing, but the difference between a 
wall-hanging bass, and just another 
"one-that-got-away” story is all in 
your hands. 

Big fish eat more than little ones, 
and they hit more often than you 
might realize. I've learned lately 
that big bass sometimes hit with the 
utmost delicacy. That tiny “slurp” 
at your surface lure may be just a 
kibbie, or it may be ten pounds of 
angry green bass. 

My brother, Kevin, in fact, has 
accused me of hooking and losing 
some of the biggest fish he's ever 
seen. Looking back, he may be 
right -- that enormous pickerel that 
blew up my Jitterbug last summer, 
or that midnight bass two Fridays 
ago than turned the boat around, or 
the one that ... well, it happens. 

But lately I've managed to boat a 
few nice bass, and in the process 
T've learned a few things worth 
repeating here. My quest for the 
summer is to catch an 8-pound bass 
before October, and now I think I 
can handle the beast when the time 
comes, Well ... maybe. 

The first, second and third most 
important factors in handling a big 
one are entirely in your hands. 

Your equipment will make or 
break the trophy fight. 

Use strong line -- The single 
‘thing that connects you to a lunker 
is a thin strand of monofilament 
fishing line. If the line bfeaks, you 
might just as well be fishing with a 
reel full of cobwebs. So, use the 
strongest line you can. 

The stronger the line, the thicker 
it is. The difference shows up in 
how far you can cast. Sorry, but 
you won't be making precision 75 
yard casts with 25-pound mono, but 
then again you can't wrestle a bass 
through the lily pads with 4-pound- 
test, cither. I've found that 12- or 
14-pound is a good compromise. 

But is it GOOD line? -- Every 
few minutes, pinch and squeak the 
last few feet of line between your 
fingers. If the line has any bumps, 
or fecls less than smooth, clip off 
three feet and tie again. Those tiny 
nicks will weaken line something 
terrible, and even a small dent will 
turn 14-pound line into four- 
pound. When in doubt, give it a 
yank. If it breaks, you've learned 
something. 

Your knot is also important. My 
brother will howl with laughter 
when he reads this, but more than 
once my “broken line" has been a 
bad or a broken knot, and not just a 
huge fish overpowering the line 
itself. Be very careful when you tie 
that knot, because it's the weakest 
point of even the best line, 

Your "drag" is key -- The 
drag setting on your reel is very 
important. The difference between 
a great reel anda mere good one is 
how well the drag works, meaning 
how smoothly it releases line when 
fighting time comes. 

Once the fish is hooked, the drag 
should release the spool to keep the 
line from breaking. The tension 
helps tire out the fish, but keeping 
the line in one piece is far more 
important. But how light should 
you set the drag? 

Answer -- lighter than you think. 
Don't let your friends accuse you of 
setting your drag extra light just 
for a cheap ego-boost. Sure, the 
sound of a screaming drag is music 
from heaven, but there's a much 
better reason for a howling drag. 

The drag setting on my Zebco last 
week was well below the breaking 
point of the line, but a good-sized 
bass proved that it was still too 
tight. As the fish was nearing the 
boat, it turned and darted, taking 
my Crazy Crawler and about ten 
feet of line with it and making a 
sickening "snap" that I've heard far 
too many times before. 

Nine tries out of ten, a big fish 
won't give you the strong, steady, 
pull that you used when you set the 
drag this morning. Instead, they 
take off like a bullet -- especially 


near the boat -- and the feeling is a 
quick hard yank that snaps fishing 
line around the world. 

So set that drag lighter than you 
think it should be. If you can't turn 
the fish away from the pads, too 
bad. But when that bass hits the 
afterburners and you don't have 
time to react, you'll see why the 
drag was sct so light. 

Better a cheap squeal than a snap 
heard ‘round the pond. 

Always use a net -- My biggest 
sin, I enjoy putting a lip-lock on a 
bass like everyone else, but it’s hard 
to jam your thumb into the mouth 
of a flopping, angry fish. That last 
little gap, from the water to your 
boat s is the last door the fish 
have to go back home. Don't be a 
hero -- just use the net. 

‘Those are the key rules to taking 
that whopper home. Break any of 
them and you risk losing your prize 
when the big one comes to call. 

And it will. Sooner or later, the 
fish of a lifetime will give you a 
shot at fame and fortune, but only if 
you're ready for the fight. 

The fish are always ready.

We'll 
just sce about that one ... 

August 15 is the deadline for your 
antlerless deer permit applications. 
The application is attached to your 
hunting license. If you let the dead- 
line pass, it's bucks only this fall. 

The outdoors suffered a grievous 
loss this week with the passage of 
Fisheries & Wildlife Director Dick 
Cronin, who died at age 61 from 
pancreatic cancer. Much of the 
credit for the state's Turkey revival 
belongs to Cronin, and his accomp- 
lishments will be long remembered 
in other areas as well. In fact, the 
Division's Field HQ in Westboro 
was renamed the Cronin Building 
in his honor, when it was learned 
that Dick's condition was terminal. 

Having met Dick two years ago, 
when I canoed with him down the 
Shawsheen River, I can safely say 
he was a vigorous and a cheerful 
man who was called before his tinie 
was up. But then, perhaps God has 


a trout stream in need of Dick's 
loving touch.

At first, it looks like nothing 
but another buddy road picture. 
You know the type, two guys are 
thrown together as they travel 
across the country and 
grudgingly come to like one 
another. The difference bet- 
ween Midnight Run and other 
films of that ilk is that this one 
stars Robert De Niro and 
Charles Grodin. It makes all the 
difference in the world. 

De Niro plays Jack Walsh, an 
ex-cop turned bounty hunter 
who given an easy job, a 
dream job, a “midnight run.” 
He’s to bring nudgie accountant 
Charles Grodin from New York 
to Los Angeles, The accountant 
skipped out on his bail bond- 
sman, who wants him back 
behind bars so he can get his 
money back, It’s just that the 
Mafia is onto De Niro and 
follows him to get a clear shot at 
Grodin, who cheated them out 
of a lot of moola. And so does the 
FBI, who want to bring Grodin 
in themselves. Another bounty 
hunter, played to just the 
perfect degree of dumbness by 
John Ashton, also wants a piece 
of the bankroll, but can only 
collect if he brings Grodin in 
himself. 


While the multiple chases 
give the film a lot of action, they 
also bog it down a bit, as the 
movie really runs about 20 
minutes longer than it should. 
However, the relationship 
between Grodin and De Niro is 
so satisfying, you shouldn't 
mind too much. At first, it ap- 
pears that De Niro is going to 
garner all the attention as the 
angry, righteous Walsh. But, as 
the two get closer and closer to 
L.A., Grodin begins to get the 
upper hand. He’s a lot more 
savvy than he appears, and 
little by little we get a peek at 
the guy who had the nerve to 
embezzle $15 million from the 
mob and give it to charity. He’s 
wily, if 
whereas De Niro is right up 
front. What you see is about 
what you ee 

Whileboth actors turn in 
superb performances, Grodin’s 
is probably the best of his 
career. Put upon and schleppy- 
looking, he nags at De Niro 
about his smoking and 
cholesterol, telling the bounty 
hunter he should visit his ex- 
wife and daughter as they pass 
through Chicago, as it would be 
good for him. De Niro, on the 
other hand, finally gets an 
opportunity to prove, once and 
for all, that yes, he can carry a 
comedy. In fact, he can be very 
funny. 

While the pacing could have 
been better, producer/director 
Martin Brest has managed to

same humorous, off-beat way 
he did with Eddie Murphy and 
Judge Reinhold in Beverly Hills 
Cop. Even supporting players, 
like Dennis Farina as the cool, 
mean gangster and Yaphet 
Kotto as the rigid FBI chief are 
fleshed-out enough to add yet 
another comic subtext to the 
film, not just fill in the scenery 
for the two stars.

Protect your eyes 
from the summer sun 


According to specialists at the 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear 
Infirmary in Boston, sunglasses 
can reduce eye strain and block 
invisible light which may be 
connected to some eye disor- 
ders. 

“Obviously, the intensity of 
the sunlight can be very un- 
comfortable at the ‘beach or 
ocean, and by wearing 
“sunglasses you can function 
more efficiently and happily,” 
says George Garcia, M.D., 
associate chief of ophthal- 
mology at the Infirmary. ‘In 
addition, some researchers 
believe excessive exposure to 
invisible light such as 
ultraviolet light, and perhaps 
infrared light, may be con- 
nected to cataract formation 
and some other eye disorders. 
This has not been proven, but it 
is certainly a concern of some 
ophthalmologists.”’ 

‘Although the jury is still out 
on light-related eye disease, 
says Garcia, those of us who 
wear effective sunglasses are 
well-prepared, since the right 
pair can screen out both visible 
and invisible light. And whether 
you wear sunglasses for com- 
fort or protection, it is im- 
portant to know what to look for 
in an effective pair. 

Garcia advises consumers to 
look for lenses which are large 
enough to cover the eyes 
because some smaller lenses do 
not shield light from all angles. 
Avoid pale lens tints such as 
lavender and blue. They may be 
fashionable, but don't absorb 
enough light to be protective. 
Gray or green are the most 
common and best shades 
because they distort color 
values the least. The lens tint 
should also be dark. Effective 


sunglasses absorb 70 percent or 
more of the light which hits the 
lenses. Because the government 
does not require sunglasses to 
be rated according to sunscreen 
quality, the best guide to follow 
is the darker, the better, 


Sunglasses do not have to be 
expensive to be effective. An 
easy way to check quality is to 
hold the glass up at half an 
arm’s length and peer through 
the lenses at clear print such as 
a sign at a distance of a few feet 
or a page of a book. Move the 
glass back and-forth. If there is 
no distortion of the print, then 
the lenses are satisfactory. 
Print distortion indicates lens 
imperfections, so it may be wise 
not to purchase that pair. 


Another type to avoid for 
core use are sun shields 
ich clip Over regular gl; ¥ 
“They are not as ‘effective as 
prescription sunglass lenses 
and can scratch prescription 
lenses,” says Garcia. 


Garcia has some final advice 
for people who do not like to 
wear sunglasses. Wear a visor 
or wide-brimmed hat which will 
shield your eyes and face ffom 
much of the light, and protect 
your skin to reduce the potential 
of developing skin cancer.

These 
people are lawyers, parents, 
teaching professionals, mental 
health personnel and others who 
are committed to working 
towards making life better for 
children, 

The Eastern Middlesex 
Council's Child Care Committee 
began as an experimental Task 
Force in the fall of 1984 and 
quickly developed into a fully 
functioning and recognized 
committee. Most recently, it 
offered a seminar on the 
Developmental Readiness 
concept. Before that, this 
committee recognized the need 
for parents and teachers to 
work together to ease the strain 
children often experience when 
entering learning situation for 
the first time. A workshop was 
presented to teach adults how to 
alleviate separation anxiety. 
Using examples and situations 
that came directly from 
workshop participants, the 
session was both enjoyable and 
efficacious, 

Each year, the Child Care 
Committee strives to offer 
educational events which will 
meet the needs of parents, 
professionals and the com- 
munity as a whole.

High collar constricted, 
comb-attached hair bun piled on 
head, finger-shushing severity. 
Is that your childhood memory 
of the local librarian? 

If so, it’s time for a per- 
spective change, a new way of 
looking at librarians and the 
services they provide, says 
Reading Public Library 
Director Susan Flannery, a 
former president of the Massa- 
chusetts Library Association 
(MLA). 


Unlike that stereotyped stiff 
and stuffy book-tracker, 
modern librarians are a special 
breed. ‘‘They’re personable, 
out, ‘oing, well-trained, in- 
telligent and creative 
professionals who provide a 
host of services and specialize 
in problem solving,” says 
Flannery. 

Trouble is, they're too modest 
about what they can do, how 
much service they provide for 
the general public, with the 
result that a large segment of 
that public isn’t using the public 
library or the specialists who 
staff it as fully as possible. And 
that’s why the MLA, via public 
service announcements and 
timely publicity, is taking the 
library show on the road. 

High time, too. 


“We want people to demand 
more of our services, to use all 
the resources we can provide,” 
says Flannery. “Too many 
people think about us in regards 
to housing the classics, Chaucer 
and Shakespeare, but they don’t 
associate libraries with their 
day-to-day lives. They don’t 
think of the library when 
they're confronted with making 
a decision — according to one 
recent study people with 
problems cited friends, family, 
and ministers as sources of 
information, but their local 
library was low on the list. 


“It’s the same with the need 
for specialized information; 
they don’t think of finding it at 
the library. Yet library 
resources include information 
on medicine and health, 
parenting, cooking, nutrition, 
travel, taxes; finances, home 
repair, home remodeling, 
electricity, plumbing, car- 
pentry, crafts and hobbies,

architecture, law, mechanical 
arts and consumer education, 
information on the hundreds of 
problems that confront people 
from 19 to 65 and older every 
day of their lives. But what's the 
use of spending money on these 
resources if they aren't used? 
What's the use of having all this 
available if people still think of 
the library as a place where 
kids go to get information for 
history projects, or where 
there’s recreational reading 
material? ” 

No use at all. A waste, in fact 
So MLA, with a state grant, is 
launching an all-out campaign 
to increase public awareness of 
its major educational resource 
— the local library. 

No more shushing scowling 
protectors of books, these 
modern professional librarians. 
“We want users to have high 
expectations of us and the 
service we provide. And if we 
can’t answer a question, or 
supply the information, then the 
fault lies more often with the 
user than with the library,” 
Flannery insists. 

To accomplish those goals, 
however, librarians need skills, 
talents, training. 

“People seem snot to un- 
derstand why librarians need 
education. Perhaps the best 
answer is that if a library 
service is poor, the fault may be 
that those who offer it are not 
educated to do it,” Flannery 
points out. 

Besides a Bachelor's degree 
in any field, candidates for a 
Master’s Degree in Library 
Science study about a year and
